STORY OF THE GREAT 

PREDERICK. 

More than one eminent English writer lias 
undertaken the task of giving to the public a 
truc delineation of the character of Frederick 
the Great of Prussia, Yet, not one of them 
Ins escaped censure, for haying evinced 
cither partiality to, or prejudice against, that 
remarkable man, who, though so many 
years removed fron} the world's stage, still 
Fetains so much of the prestige with which 
he was invested during life. Nor can hu- 
man judgment well weigh the aggravating 
or palliating circumstances which secretly 
ruled his actions, or assign to the actors in 
the scenes which preceded Frederick's en- 
trance into public life, their due share in 
forming the sternly sharp, salient points, the 
deep, dark shadows which lowered and di 
fieured his personal chnracter, even while 
his hero’ erance anid overwhelming 
difliculties, his total abnegation of ‘self, and 
disdainful confronting of individual danger 
and pr etory to his chnriot

But amid all his harshy 
delight in tyrannous acts, whi 
gest the thought that he sought to revenge 
himself for his known deprivation of domes- 
tic happiness, by wantonly trampling on the 
softer feelings of others, there yet occur o 
casioval traits of a high und chivalrous gene- 
rosity in ‘Frederick the Great's history, 
Which warrant the conclusion that, under 
another training than that of his wenk, cruel 
and hypocritical father, he might neither 
have been the heartless brother, the pitiless 
husband, nor the unwearied disseminator of 
Voltarian infidelity, by which he inflicted an 
injury'on his people, for which all his acqui- 
on of territory and world-wide fame were 
Dut poor indemnifications. 

One such redeeming trait is presented to 
us in the following ancedote, furnished by 
Van Horn, 2 German author of established

rH cutennut Colonel Kraft, (letus call him), 
whose regiment had been disbanded at the 
conclusion of the Seyen Years? War, lived 
in Berlin, on a small pension, or, to ‘speak 
more correctly—us the man had a large fumi- 
ly—sustained n bare existence in the ex- 
tremest penury. ‘Though a brave man and 
an able officer, Lieutenant Coloncl Kraft wn- 
derstood not the art of putting himself for- 
ward, and cquully little did he possess the 
talent of eking out his slender income by 
any remunerative oceupation, When, there- 
fore, morning after morning, “bread, bread, 
jwas chimed out in various cadence by seven 
young voices, a sword ran through the bo- 
Zom of the brave soldier, who felt in his in- 
most soul how much easier it were to face 
the enemy than his hungry children, when 
cupboard and purse were slike empty. 

‘An application Jo the king was the most 
natural mode through which to seck assis- 
tance; but “old Fritz,” us the Prussian 
monarch was commonly styled in the army, 
was unhappily well known for two peculia- 
rities: first, a temper of such iron unforgive- 
ness, that, if he had taken offence at any 
one, that man’s career was closed—he was 
never employed-again ; and second, a me- 
mory of such tenacity, that not a hope ex- 


. 
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ised of entrapping him into forgetfulness. 
No sooner did the offender come before hin, 
cithey personally or by name, than every 
circumstance which had excited the mo- 
narch’s displeasure stood reyealed, in all the 
freshness of their first coloring, on'the tablet 
of his memory. Now, unfortunately, poor 
Lieutenant Colonel Kyaft had on one ocea- | 
lon Die CRT eTFON, 
which drew upon him the ki lispleasure 
at the Hime, and still weighed heavily in the 
scale agninst him. 

We all have our faults, kings no less than 
other mortals, only, unhappily. their fiults, 
and eyen their mistakes, extend tarther and 
press heavier than those of other men, But 
what is worst, the king's displ dom 
fails to draw along with it the disfavor of 
his courtiers, and seldom is oneamong them 
found who can discover any merit in him 
“whom the king delighteth not to honor.” 
And by natural sequence, the pension or 
halfpay aowance of Lieutenant Colonel 
Kraft was the very lowest his rank would 
permit. It did not, and could not, suflice to 
feed and clothe his family, and yet he was 
not himself consclous of having committed 
any breach of duty; his offence amounted, 
at the utmost, to an error of judgment, The

‘Ono of the chief obstacles to be encountered, aud 
tobe overcome or avoided, when Admiral Dupont's 
ficct shall attack Charleston, are the torpedoes 
Which the rebels havo undoubtedly scattered slong 
thochannel, As our coldiers on Innd had tn the 
commencement of the war a decided apprchension, 
of Beauregard’s “masked batteries, go now our 
poldicra of tho navy, however daring against any 
visible enemy with whom they may match their 
strength, neverthelces entertain adrend—or, Tahould 
aay, uneseinces—at the Idea of encountering these 
marked waterbatterios, that eaunot be ceen nor 
fought, but only felt in their terriblo effeots. One 
‘of the Keokuk’a crow assured mo that he felt pore 
fectly protected, aboard his craft, againot all the 
“weak suyentions of tho coemy," with the excep 
tion of their torpedoes. Of course the danger from 
these infernal contrivances has been greatly magn!- 
fied by ignorance of their real character. From the 
Very commencement of the war the rebola have re- 
sorted to thelr use without healtntion; and yet wo 
hve sustained vory little damage from them. At 
New Orleans, it will be remembered, they were per- 
fectly harmlees. On the Misalsalppi and its tributn- 
ries thoy have been sunk time and again by the 
enemy, and removed without cssualty by our gun- 
bosts. At Yorktown, devices similar in character, 
snd designed to be similer in_eftect, wero industri- 
ously plonted at vatlous points within tho rebel 
carthworkeyand particularly at the base of thelr 

ag-etaif, It might have been supposed that huo- 
dreds of lives would thus have been inevitably sacri- 
ficed in the twinkling of an eye. And yet, according 
to General McOlellan’s report, the number of ca- 
pualtice, if we-remember rightly, did not cxeced 
twenty, and the number killed was not more thau 
four or five, 

Nevertheleas, torpedoes aro dangerous, and thelr 
anger Is not wholly to be argued away. It must 
ba removed by more tangible means. Yesterday I 
visited the United States steam-frigato Wabash, 
which lies at anchor in tho stream about three miles 
from here. Lying on tho tablein Admiral Dupont’s 
stateroom, waa the model of aninventton, whioh it 
is claimed by its author (who isan ofiicer in the 
‘United States service), will remove torpedoca from 
the pathway ofour waryessele. The clain may be, 
in part, and for aught I know, wholly just. The 
principle ecems to be correct enough, but whether 
the machine will be found effective in practice, re- 
malos to be teated. There is little about it to bo de~ 
geribed. Imagine a triangulnr frame of wood, the 
vertex of the triangle being attached to the bow of 
the vesecl. From this vertex imagine a number of 
radii projecting, forming, as it Were, the teeth of a 
rake. Nov, imagine this rake resting on a wooden 
platform, and haying a vertical motion imparted to 
it by corda which are attached somewhere near ite 
‘upper extremity, and pass backward into the vea- 
gel. Two men, it {a thought, would be euflicient to 
operate the rake, and any torpedoes encountered by 
it would be pulled up, ‘root and branch.'" The ge- 
neral appearance of the model is that of an inverted 
““cow-catcher” of a locomotive. Whether the in- 
‘vention will be tested or not I cannot eay. It is my 
Smpreesion that it is too late to be of any service in 
‘the attack on Charleston. There will hardly be any 
opportunity there for the testing of new naval de- 
vices. As it is, enough of them remain untried in the 
ease of the iron-clada 1o occasion some little auxl- 
‘ety among unscicatitic people. 

‘Phe correspondent of a London journal, stationed 
here, ia preparing a complete history of the opera- 
tions against the “doomed city,” which will be pub- 
Mashed by a New York house as soon as the final act 
in the grestdrama will permit the writing of the 
epilogue. Such a work would be interesting to the 
preeent, and valuable to future, generations ; anu it 
‘Will doubtless meet as great succeas as did the nat 
rative of the “ Siege of Richmond,” penned by one of 
the epeeisl correspondents of The Press, and brought 
out by Childe, of your city, Speaking of the corres. 
pondente, I should say that they haye almost taken 
porzession of General}Hunter's fIag-ship Bea De- 
ford, and Admiral Dupont, referring to them, epeaks, 
of “the brigade.” Ifthe gentlemen of the preea 
‘could all be furnished with the accommodations they 
want, the Admiral would have to vacate his state- 
room, and take to one of the cutters. 

We have had a new paymaster appointed to this 
post, Major Banalster having been assigned to this 
department. Mnjor Pauldingphis predecessor, hns, 
itis stated, been relieved from duty here, and is now 
paylog off the troops. at Newport Newe. Colonel 
Busbee oad Major Baker, of the 9th Maine, have 
been mustered out of service, Colonel Rich, who for- 
merly commanded this regiment, haying been rein- 
stated.

I rejoice to be able to Lnform you that our block- 
ding flect off Charleston have captured another 
valuable prize—tho most valuable, it ts eald, that 
has yet been taken—cellpsing even the Princces 
Royal. She is, of course, an English steamer, of re~ 
cent construction, sndis tron-clad. She wns taken 
olf Bull's Bay a day or tivo since, whUle endeavoring 
to steam out of Chorleston undiecovered, and arrived 
here about eight o'clock this (Sunday) morming in 
tow of the gunboat Stettin, by whom she was over: 
hauled. It was raining furlously at the time, as it 
has been ralning all the afternoon, and the craft 
upon the bay were almost hidden from view 1n the 
thick mist thnt wrapped iteelf about them naa gar- 
ment. Nevertheless, some sharpreighted people hap- 
pened to be out on the pier, and noticed the 
stranger aa ehe came into port. Nothing. but 
her dark hull was visible; no masts nor 
spars of any description were to be ren. Some- 
how it came to be faferred from this role fact that 
phe hal been engaged by the rebel batteries at 
Chaneston, that he was the United States gunboat 
Floris, and that she had been badly’ worsted. From, 
Florida to Alnbama the transition was quite na- 
tural, and £0, in the surprising space of half an hour, 
raining torrents though it was, the astounding new 
was spread throughout the isinud that the famous 
pirate had st length been captured. Of course, the 
dock was epeciily thronged with anxtous spectators, 
dnly straining their eyes seaward in vain attempts 
to pierce the vell of mist, or deluging thelr nelghbors 
whp happened to be armed with epy-glasses with a 
hundred eager questions. After speculation had 
exhausted itself, that is to eay, shortly before noon, 
‘the mists all rolled away, and the truth became ap- 
parent. Tho prize steamer (her name has not been 
necertained by land folks at this writing) had twice 
pefore euccecded in running the blockade, and get- 
ting into Charleston with valuable cargoes, About 
tienty days ago she steamed out of that harbor un- 
detected, but on her return trip was captured, as 
atated. 

‘That she ‘bad succeeded twice before in eluding 
the blockaders, was due lees to thelr Inck of vigh 
tance than to an fingenlous ivea carried out in her 
constfuction. Her masts, Inotead of being sta- 
tionary, could be lowered to the deck, and in foggy 
weather, notwithstanding the closeness of the 
blockading vessels, the managed to cecape their ob- 
servation. When it s remembered that the masta 
of ayeesel arc the parts which are frst ceen, and 
somo most prominently in view on the oecan, tho 
advantage gained by our’last prize, in this respect, 
will be seen to have been of great importance, but 
not eulliciently Important, however, to avail against 
her capture. She now Iles nt anchor in the bay, 
nbout three miles from here, directly astern of Ad- 
qniral Dupont’s flag-ebip, the Wabsch. I am in- 
formed that she will epecdily leave for your tty or 
New York, although I should not be astonished If 
‘she should be Impreased at once Sato loyal service, 
fans ceremonie, 98 0 transport, in view of the fact 
that the services of all such craft will shortly be 
needed. 

‘Some well-meaning but rather sanguine people 
pere—there are such people everywhere I euppose— 
have expressed a conviction that they will take din- 
ner in Oharleston on Suoday next, Geo, Hunter's 
expectations do not stretch quite that far.

‘The troops aro being as efficiently armed as possl- 
dle for tho coming fight ; and I do not think, hen 
the recon! of ft comes to be written, that thera will 
be found any complaints of ineffective weapons, aa 
has been the case before, ‘The 78th New York Regl- 
ment were being furnished with new arma yeater= 
day, which had just arrived from Northern manu- 
factories, ‘The tovth New York has already been 
re-armed in the eam manner ; and the Sist Now 
York expect to recalve new arms this week. 

Itia universally conceded by dwellera on this be- 
nighted {aland, that to-day haa been the dullest, dren- 
rieat, wettest Sunday ever they experienced.. The 
soldiers, usually atitring about, strolling on the 
beach, or hunting through the woods for “briar 
Wood” to carve smoling-pipes from, have remained 
poreistently in tent to-day, and none have been oo 
Pitled as the luckless plokets. But there Is too 
much sand lying around loose for the rain to spoll 
the walking, and to-morrow, when the sun shincs 
out, no traces of the deluge will be seen. C. 


Porr Roxas, S. C4 March 30. 

The anticipations of pleasnnt westher to-day, 
with which I wound up yesterday's letter, have not 
Yeon verified. On the contrary, tho storm lasted 
with unabated violence all through tho night, and 
still prevails to-day, Some anxtety is thereforo felt 
for the Fah-Kee and Ayago, both of which ealled for 
the North on Saturday, It is inferred that thoy 
must have suffered some, from the effect wrought 
in this locality by the gmle, We havo aus- 
tained ecrfous damage, ant the movement against 
Charleston will probably have to be delayed a week 
loncer than would otherwise have beca tho case. 
Tho mishap occurred in ‘this way: A number of 
surf-boate—sat leaat fifty, Tehould judge—commonly 
uged for landing troops from the transports, had 
‘been ranged elde by elde, and moored to the Go- 
vernmontdock yeaterday, that they might be at hand 
whenneeded, Last night they were tossed about in 
the storm, broke away from thoir moorings, nnd 
were dashed against the breakwaters, or thrown far 
upon the bench, About a dozen of them were badly 
stove in, and the reat were of course greatly strain- 
ed. They will nll have to be overhauled and 
repaired, which cannot be done in a day. 
The scene upon the Wesch this morning—tho 
fragments of tho wreck—tho floating onra and boat- 
hookg, the curious crowds coliceted to the spot, and 
the rough waters and Ieadon sky for a background, 
would haye formed a worthy subject for an artist's 
penoll. And spealing of artists, reminds me that 
the illustrated papers of New York and Philadelpk 
have not failed to have their representatives in this 
locality. Army officers regard this as an fndleation 
of the approach of otirring times, anil several of 
them are endeavoring to negotiate for sketchca of 
themsclyes, mounted on tlery chargers, nnd lead- 
ing the van, How it will end time must deter- 
mine. 

‘The prize-steamer, whoee enpturo formed tho sta- 
plo of my yeoterday’s letter, waa tnken, Iam happy) 
to eny, by the Stettin, herself a prize. Her emoke- 
stnck bears evidence that the Stettin handled her 
without gloves, being pretty well riddled. She halls, 
as a matter of couree, from Neesau, and fs named 
Aries, the Latin term for ram.” On account of 
the high wind, and boisterous weather, I havo been 
unable to board. For the same reason, I doubt 
whether she will leave for the North to-day, although 
such was the intent{on. 
chinery, ammunition, provisions, sto. 

Col. Elwell, U. S. A. quartermaster of this de- 
partment, has met witha ecrious and painful accl- 
dent, which Is peculfarly unfortunate at the present 
juncture, when his eervices are co-much In request. 
‘This afternoon, attempting to ride: his horse over A 
small foot-bridge, which epans a gully eight or nine 
feet deep, near Battery Hunter,” one of the planks 
gave way, anil horee and rider were precipitated to 
the ground, in such manner that the Colonel's Jeg 
was broken, The horse escaped vith some slight 
bruleca. .

‘Within the last two weeks, T havo several times 
heard it stated that rebel eples were known to be 
on the island; Wut as it was likewise atated that the 
authorities had knowledge of the fact, aud were 
making an effort to cateh the {nterlopers, I atd not 
trouble myself to mention the elrcumetance in my 
letters. On the authority of an army officer, it 18 
now asserted that five men yesterday endeavored to 
hire a negro at Pope’aplantation to row them across 
fo the mainiand, If ouch was tho fact, nnd the ofti- 
cer heard the negro mako the declaration, there Is 
no room to doubt the character or intentions of the 
five men, Nor, In my opinion, te there any room to 
doubt that they will be caught. The police regula- 
tlong are being more strictly carried out than ever. 
A person cannot go to Beaufort or St. Helena, or on 
board any of the vessels lying in the harbor, without 
apass from the provost marshal, Tho other day I 
was even refused permission to cross the crazy 
wooden bridge .that spans a creck four fect wide, 
within a quarter of mile of the heart of the 
towa! 

Property ownere, and others employed here, aro 
apprehensive that the post may be attacked as goon 
na tho expedition leaves, and 8 Home Guard Is sc- 
rously talked of. A firat-rate regiment of elvillan 
soldiers could be turned out; anil there Ja nothing to 
hinder immediate organization and drill. Of couree, 
the feeling of uncasiness reats upon the assumption. 
that all the troops will be withdrayn, an assump- 
tion which I happen to know is false. After having 
fortified the post in the most perfect manner with 
palleades, carthworks, and ditches; after having 
mounted heavy Dahlgren guna, eo a8 to command all 
the approaches ; after having constructed rallroade, 
and extensive dépote; it 18 not even. conceivable 
that General Hunter would leave tho post exposed 
to danger, If the rebels come, they will not co 
easily return, Still, the Home-Guard idea 1s a good 
‘one, nnd should be carried out. OES.

I regret to have to inform youof nn unpleasant 
and palnful affair, the finale of which remains to be 
geen. On Wedneailay Inst Captains Eddy and Arnold, 
reapectively of eompsntes A and K, 47th New York 
Regiment, arrived here in an open boat frorh Fort 
Pulaski, accompanied by a detachment of five men. 
‘They were dearcra of official despatches to Major 
General Hunter, After haying sccomplished their 
mission they returned. On Thureday alternoon, at 
alx o'clock, they again left Fort Pulaskl in the boat, 
with a valuable mail from the regiment, containing 
rome $3,0@0 in money, and information which would 
be of Infinitely greater value In the hands of the 
enemy. Both officers nnd men were fully armed, and 
the formor were distingulahed for the faithful man- 
ner in which they had always attended to thelr 
duties. ‘Their destination was Ossawn Jeland. 
Since their departure, however, nothing has been 
heard from them, and it is evident either that the 
dont hns foundered, and ite occupants been drowned, 
or that they have lost their courec, run by mistake 
into some of the erecka of the Savannah, and been 
enptured by tho rebels, The Intter explanation Is 
thought to be the true One, and flage of truce, have 
been sent to ceyeral rebel posts in that vicinity to 
ascertain {f there be any tidings of tho missing. If 
taken pricoers, they would hardly have yielded 
without resletanee ; and at any rate the Savannah 
papera should haye made some mention of the sub- 
ject, The greatest anxiety {s felt to learn their fate 
not only in official quarters, but among thelr com- 
radea; and itis hoped that the next arrival from 
Pulnek will solve the mystery. 

‘Admiral Dupont, accompanted by the eaptains of 
his fleet, visited General Hunter, at his headquar- 
ters, lant evening, upon business, the tenor of which 
{tio unnecessary I should explain. A consultation 
of oyer an hour woe held, and unanimity prevailed. 

‘Pho splendid side-wheel steamer Nantasket, now 
doing excellent servico as @ transport, has been 
designated by Col. Halpine (Gen, Hunter's adjutant) 
fy a eort of fag-ebip for the news correspondents, 
where they are privileged to rendezvous, and where 
equal facilities will be extended to all.

‘The body of men known ns deserters, now roam- 
ing at large in the North, Ifreturned to their reepec- 
tive regimente, would increage the Army of the 
Cumberland alone between eleven and twelve thou- 
annd-men. The list, in part, ombraces the names of 
sany who have been slightly: wounded, and permit= 
ted by indulgent ollicera to return,-for a brief period, 
to thelr homes. But the majority of deserters from 
this army are thore who have maliciously run away. 
During Gen. Buell's retrograde movement last year, 
St {a estimated that he lost forty-olght hundred men 
by descition. A great many oilicers place the num 
vera execeding seven thousand, 

‘There Js but one wy to guard against wholesale 
dezertion—puniehment. And if thogigautic error is 
not checked immediately our army will ditwtniah and 
dwindle away. Its moral effect upon those eoldiers 
who perform their duty Is injurious. Every mao 
hina hie recollections of home, and the desire to again 
gee friends, coupled with the fact that thousands of 
men are away Without leave, with ceemlng Impunt- 
ty, entices many a soldier from blo:path of duty, It 
ia cotimated that the Army of the Gumberland may 
be strengthened to the number of fifteen thousand 
men, whose legitimate bueinees isin the ranks. This 
Includes teameters, hospital nurses; and deserters.

If there Igany person who has nay doubt as ton 
eccrot political organization for the express purpose 
of resiating the Ine, lic may remove It all by read- 
ing the following evidence elicited yeaterday before 
Mr, Charles Heazlett, the United States Commis- 
sioner.

LETTERS OF « OCCASIONAL.” 


Wasrunerox, April 7, 1863. 

, We cannot mensure by the ordinary poli- 
tical standards the exnet present and future 
value of the Tate Connecticut election, At 
no period in our history has so much inte- 
rest been felt by the people as that excited 
by this terrible struggle between the oppos- 
ing principles of slavery and freedom. The 
enemies of the war, under the lead of one 
of the most popular men in Connecticut—a. 
man who had fought in Mexico, had filled 
various high positions, nud had secured 
general confidence by his affected reticence 
and modesty—made ‘a fierce effort for the 
mustery of the State. He wasselected nstheir 
candidate for Governor, and for the first time 
in his life became outspoken in support of the 
worst and most dangerous doctriues. The 
moneyed interests of New York city, back. 
ed by foreign capital, and the vast patronage 
wielded by the departments of that great 
metropolis, seized upon the Conneeticnt 
election as the fitting opportunity to pro- 
claim to the world the strongest proof that 
the people of the United States had gecome 
tired of republican institutions, disgusted 
with their Government, and anxions for a. 
dishonorable peace with the traitors who 
are seeking to tear out the vitals of their 
country, ‘That cold, false, and wretched 
tool of the Jast Administration, the traitor 
Toucey, emerged froin his place of conceal- 
ment and dared to ayow, not simply his cou. 
fidence iu the baleful teachings under the 
influence of which Buchansa assisted the 
conspirators to precipitate civil war, but to 
assert that the time was coming when (hese 
teachings would aye to be accepted as a 
wieans of present deliverance and coming 
safety! The nblest sympathizers with Se- 
cession from other States flocked into Con- 
necticut as they had flocked into New Hamp- 
shire, to assail the Administration, to misr 
present the measures of Congress, to gloze 
over the crimes and cruelties of the trai- 
tors, to clamor for peace on any terms, 
and to employ every artifice to se- 
duce the people into the belief ~ that 
the only way to close the war was to 
recognize the Confederacy, and so to drive 
them to the polls, terrified at imaginary 
calamities, and filled with the idea that per- 
petual dishonor was better than a war for 
their own preservation. The coluwns of 
the Hartford Zémes, the chief organ of the 
Connecticut traitors, and all the papers in 
that State that repeated its falsehoods against 
the Government, were filled with articles 
that would have been applauded in Rich- 
mond or Charleston. Indeed, the public 
sense became so familiar with this constant 
appenl to a supposed popular disaffection, 
that what would haye called forth the re- 
buke of the people one year ago, was, for 
weeks and months, passed by as a matter of 
course. In the midst of this saturnalia 
of treason, while bad men were coolly 
plotting the overthrow of the Constitution 
and the Union; while they were confidently 
calculating, not whether they would receive 
amajority, but how much majority would 
reward their exertions; and while they were 
sending words of encouragement to those 
who onquered with them in other sections, 
and thrilling the hearts of Davis and his 
confederates with new anticipations of 
Northern division, Tre Great Reaction 
commenced. Thousands who had laughed 
at the assertion, in this correspondence, and 
in the letters and writings of the true 
friends of the Union, that the object at 
heart of the self-constituted leaders of the 
Democratic party was the destruction of 
the Republic, were at last conyinced of 
the truth of these declarations, and, as 
quickly and as patriotically as I have 
frequently predicted they would, they 
rose from their lethargy, broke the chains 
of party organizations, ranged themselves 
under the banner of the Republican party, 
and called in to their assistance the most 
eloquent and distinguished Democrats of 
other States, The contest was, as I have 
said, one of unparalleled excitement. The 
cloquent champions who responded to this 
appeal spoke a language inspired with de- 
yotion to the flag and intense scorn of those 
who were attempting to dishonor it. Their 
words fell upon the hearts of the people of 
Connecticut, and awakened there a living 
and a consuming’ fire against the sympa- 
thizers, and their utterances were car- 
ried to every extremity of the Union.

He 
went beyond all others in his denunciations 
of slavery, giving reasons for the new fit 
‘hat was in him, which swept away all ob- 
jections and converted thousands to the 
right side;

Simultancous with the intelligence from 
Connecticut comes the news from the great 
West, from St. Louis and Cincinnati, show- 
ing that the same elements which haye work- 
ed such a revolution in the New England 
States, where treason expected to find a 
Insting resting place, are operating in every 
other section. Will not the Democrats, in 
and out of office, who may have been mi: 
led either by party prejudice or by the 
wiles of treasonable leaders, now see and 
tread alike the path of duty and of interest, 
ina cordial, steady, and constant support 
of the Goyernment and the constituted 
authorities 2. For these mighty and whole- 
some changes, the Government is great 
ly indebted to the spirit that came 
from Pennsylvania, and particularly from 
the city of Philadelphia, The early and 
formidable organizations in your midst, 
commenced in the gloomiest hour, aroused 
admiration, and suggested imitation elsc- 
where.

I have had a long conversation with a 
Democratic member elect of the new House 
of Representatives—one who was chosen by 
a large majority from a populous district, and 
who has probably been classed among the 
extreme men by persons who did not under- 
stand his high and independent character. 
Ido not know when I have been moro in- 
terested. The type of an immense body of 
citizens who have always been opposed to 
the Republican party, and who, from that 
opposition, allowed themselves insensibly 
tobe placed against the Administration, he 
does not hesitate frankly to say that the 
course of events has almost entirely obli- 
terated his former nnimosities, and has 
cleared his vision to a fair and unprejudiced 
view of onr country’s future. He says that, 
when the results of the recent elections in 
Indiana, Mlinois, Ohio, and New Jersey 
were ascertained, he hniled them with satis- 
faction, because he believed that they 
would be followed by a response from the 
Southern people—that they would be 
cepted in the seceded. sections as a 
manifestation on the part of  Inrge propor- 
tion ot the population of the free States in 
favor of the termination of the war; and 
that if these elections would admonish Mr. 
Lincoln to pause in what my friend called

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THE APFAIR-AT CHARLESTON. 

We have received some intelligible nc- 
counts of the recent bombardment of the 
defences of Charleston from Union sources, 
| and it is gratifying to know that the results 
of the conflict are such as to point ont the 
pathway to success when the real attack 
shall be arranged by our army and navy. 
The lessons taught by the action will re- 
ceive instant attention, and the advantages 
gained will be immediately improved. Tt 
is most fortmate that, during the terrific 
bombardment, only one of our monitor bat- 
ies was seriously injured, The entire 
fleet will be ready for action again in » few 
days, reinforced by the batteries Lehigh," 
“Sangamon,” and “Roanoke,” together 
with a Jarge number of wooden men-of-war 
and mortar-yessels. There are those who 
predict that the siege of Charleston will be 
at once and forever abandoned; but they 
are the same who, previons to thenttack, 
predicted that it would be n magnificent 
failure. Charleston may be the Sebastopol 
of this war; but the fate of the one suggests 
that of the other. As the matter now stands, 
Adniral Duros? has made the most im- 
portant reconaoissance of the times, proved 
the great superiority of our iron-clads over 
granite walls us @ means of detensive harbor 
warfare, aud has evinced n gallantry and 
ability in handling the great naval engine of 
the period, of which every American should 
be proud, 

In his official memorandum, Admiral Dv- 
vont says that his squadron was delayed in 
getting into netion by a misunderstandin: 
of orders given, which resulted in the ad. 
vance of a yessel—the weakest of the fleet— 
unsiypported by her consorts, He says he 
engaged the forts with effect until 6 o’clock, 
when he deemed it too late to proceed fur- 
ther up the harbor, and recalled the squadron 
for the night, having passed Fort Sumpter 
and examined the harbor obstructions of the 
enemy. It is plain, from this, that the move- 
ment was a success, and not a repulse, as 
some would haye us believe. Indeed, we 
have: the most positive assurances that the 
attack will be renewed at an enrly day, 
when Gen. Huster will make a heayy co- 
operative demonstration with his army now 
encamped on the Sea Islands. We haye no 
menns of knowing the exact extent of the 
dnmage done by ourheavy ordnance to the 
forts in Charleston harbor, beyond the {nets 
that several partial breaches were made in 
Forts Sumpter and Moultrie, and that one 
caseniate gun was dismounted in the Jatter. 
A distinguished officer of our navy, writing 
in aprivate letter from on board the new Iron- 
sides immediately after the battle, says: 
“We have succeeded beyond our expects 
tions, considering the circumstances, and I 
believe a second attack will place the city of 
Charleston at the mercy of our guns.”” 

The bombardment of Fort Sumpter for 
twenty minutes on the 7th of April, 1863, 
will revolutionize the age by its importance 
to scientific warfare. Tt will create apro- 
found interest in our new-born navy 
throughout the civilized world, and Ame- 
rica will hold as proud a position among 
nations as eycr, only to take the lead when 
this Gibraltar of the reWels shall be covered

tue fo liberly, and their swerds are never 
seen in the war of adyenture or oppression: 
They have served others, but baye rarcly 
served themselves. The history of Poland. 
is e story of turbulence, strife, perfidy and 
crime. This society represenied: two 
tremes—the extremely rich and! the 
tremely poor. Their nobles lived in a slyle 
of magnificence, renlizing the worst type 
of fendalism, quarreling with one another, 
and sacrificing the peace of their own sace 
to their ambitions and contention Under 
the name of pure democracy the worst ey 
tem of despotism existed. ‘The peopie met 
together in a Dict, a9 many as a handred 
thousand assembling to debate the affalrs of 
the:kingdom. Their deliberations may be 
easily imagined—the national assemly of 
Poles became a periodical civil war. 


Russia was reaping the fruits of Prrma's 
genius and foresight. Mighty, vas! 
terious, conrpact, ambitious of conquest, she 
looked upon Poland asa legitimate pre 
Carnertse, on her hyperborean throne, was 
developing thoso qualities which have made 
her one of the greatest and one of the worst 
Suwarnow, the instrument of 
, Was disciplining the uncouth 
barbarians into the finest soldiers of Europe. 
‘ANISLAUS, the instrument of her vice, | 
found consolation for former joys in the for- | 
lorn glory of a Pélish sceptre. This weak | 
and wretched prince ruled’ Poland as the! 
creature of Garmenine, and in 1776, th 
year of American independence, the grent 
crime of the partition was perpetrated by Aus- 
trin, Poland, aud Russia. The parties to 
this crime were Prepenice Tr GxEar, 
Manra Treruss, and Carnenine. Frepe. 
nick and Carmenne found little trouble in 
reconciling any conscientious: scruples they 
may have had in reference to an act of per- 
fidy. Manta Teresa was more reluctant, 
but the love of empire overpowered the loye 
of justice, and the’ first partition was 
accomplished. Poland was still permitted 
to retain a remnant of herterritory, nad! oyer 
this remmant STanisiaAus reigned for twenty 
years.. The people-continued noisy, turbu- 
lent, fuli of strife and contention, and the 
public pence was sorely troubled. Poland, 
always restive under the rule of Rossin, 
struggled bitterly during these early yeyrs of 
her shame, The spirit of liberty was over 
the earth, and the inspiration: of America 
and France neryed Koscrusko and his com- 
patriots to resistance, In 1794 thero-was o 
rebellion, which, in many respects, resem- 
bled the recent outbreak, and which recalled 
the days of Polish brayery when Sonreskt 
defeated the Ottomans at Ketzim, and deli- 
yered Vienna. It was a brilliant episode of 
national power and!strength, like the flash- 
ing of the sunshine-as it siaks into night. 
Koscrusko, one of those ihistriows amen 
who disarm enmity itself by their virtue and 
yalor, was the lender. The Poles fought 
with desperation, but were: crushed by 
Suwarnow, who signalized his victory by 
taking possession of Praga, an@: slaying 
30,000 Poles. SraNtspaus- was dethroned 
and sent to St. Petersburg, where he died a 
prisoner of State. The partition that com- 
menced in 1776 was completed, und Poland 
became little more than a geographical deti- 
nition. Naporeox came upon tho scene— 
and when he had' the continent né his foet it 
vas thought he would redress tho. wrongs 
of the Poles. This the Dupero> promised, 
but he neglected his promise, and: suffered 
the moment precious for his own- fame: and 
an oppressed race to pres by. The Holy 
Allinnee did litte more than ereate a Repub- 
lic out of the little duchy or city of Cracow. 
In 1831, when Skrzrecxr led the third 
revolution against Russia, and after dofeat- 
ing the Russian Genornl Gresestar, was 
again overwhelmed, Cracow wasseized hy 
Austria, and addedtoherdominions, Since 
1881 Poland has been a restive people, and 
in the eyes of the Euiopean Powers « tedi 
ous question-of diplomacy. 


The rebellion of LANcrew1oz, which hos 
just been subdued, was an act of resistance 
to the conscription of Russia—n mensure of 
the most terrible and unrelenting cruelty. 
Tt was an act of despair. It has excited the- 
sympathy of Burope, and: has recalled ta 
the minds of the people the circumstances 
of the previous partitions, With the ready 
sense of justice that is common to men, the 
people of Europe have made this cause their 
own; and we have no doubt that England, 
France, Italy, and, indeed, all the European 
Powers, will unite to demand justice [rom 
the Emperor tothe Poles, England and 


France will certainly give their inflyence ; 
for the public opinion in those countries is 
so intense and unanimous that their Go- 
vernments eannot fail to give ik expre 
sion. 


‘As for ourselves, with all our 
for Russin, and with all our apprecia- 
tion of the Cyur’s friendly and liberal 
views, we cannot refruin from adding our 
‘own voice to those who plead for suf: 
fering Poland. We do not encourage any 
spirit of rebellion, nor do we censure At 
anpEn for haying established his authority. 
But, now that Poland is at his feet, and the 
honor of the Russian arms is vindieated, 
‘America cau certainly appenl to him to re- 
dress the crime which has so long dishonored 
the crown he wears. Huying doneso much 
to make his name illustrious, he can afford 
to don bold, magnanimous, and manly deed 
of justice fo an oppressed and long-suffering 
people. If this is done, the revolution of

‘The review took pince in att open fielit, about q raile 
from general headquarters, and in full view of the 
zebela back of FredeHctaburg, maay of whom, 
doubtless, made: thelt way to town to enjoy the 
olght from the-steeples-and housetopa. 

‘The day was what you might call a doubtful one 5 
tat is, It wao one.waile cloudy and another bri 
presenting the peculiar appearance go tantalizing to 
ahopping-ladica, and 30: agreeable to the vendora of 
wabrellaa and over-shoes. The roads were paebable, 
but the spot ecleeted for the review wns very muddy.

Everywhere 
on the line of. march the President wns received 
with entauslasm. In front of tho Heary Housc, 
nent whieh are Generhl Sykes! hendquartera, the 
6th New York (Zouaves), in their bright red 
brecehes and white turbsne, were drawn up in line.

New Yorn, April 13—The steamer Dudloy Buck 
arrived at this port, this morning, from Newbern on 
the oth, 

She bringa a report that it was expected that 
General Foater would have to currender, from want 
of provisions. 

She transport Northerner left Newbern on the 7th, 
with elght huadred men of Splnola’s brigade, to. ase 
alst General Foster, by way of Tar river ; but, meet- 
ing with a number of rebel batteries, ehe was forced 
to return, There was no one hurt on the trip. 
General Foster's forces, nt Washington, consist of 
tivelve hundred mon, 

On the 6th, a force of S000 men left Newborn by 
way of Neuse river, under General French, to rela 
force Foster; but, mecting with s superior force of 
rebels, returned to Newbern, on whieh plneo the re- 
bels were marchiog. 

‘The conilition of General Foster's forces vas ex~ 
tremely critloal, and their capture within a Miited 
poriod was deemed nearly certain. Intelligence 
resehes ua from the headquarters of General 
Paliner, commanding at Newbern, through an offl- 
cer Who atrived here in the Dudley Buck, that 
General Fuster had provisions suffielent only for 
the uae of his troops up to the 11th instant ‘The 
Dudley Buek left Newbern on the 9th, and touched 
nt Fortress Montec, where a rumor had been re~ 
celved that General Foster had-surrendered. ‘There 
was, however, no evidence, to far aa was known, 
of the truth of this report, 

Wellinformed persons who arrived on the Dudl+ 
ley Buck deny the otatement that the reinforcemeat 
of clght thousanil troops which was sent to General 
Foater had returned to Newbern, though it was on 
Sta wny to that place. A part of the baecage train 
and artillery had, it was reported, been inextricably 
fixed in the mud, and could not be brought to New= 
bern even if the Federal forces showll be pblo to 
make thelr way thither. 

‘There waa somo doubt, however, in regard to their 
ability to escape the rebels. A remark of one of the 
oflicers nt Newbern, just before the Dudley Buck put 
off, on Thureday evening, correctly indiested the 
state of atfalra: “If our torcea reach us, we arc 
safe; ifnot, we are gone,” 

‘The rebel forces between Washington aud New= 
bern, (which, doubtless, included the forces sur 
rounding General Foster,) are reported at the hend- 
quatters In Newbera a5 follows: Under Hill, 
twenty thousand men ; under General Pettigrew, 
soven thousand mex.” 

‘Trustworthy accounts from the forcea which were 
retreating on Newhern state that there had been no 
fighting of importance between them and the rebels.

THE “KEOKUKY SUNK-ONE MAN LOST 
THE OR UAT PORT ROYAL Kz 
PAIRING — INVULNERABILITY OF OUR 

MONITORS—GENEKAL HUNTER AND HIS 

TROOPS LANDED. 

Nuvy Yous, April 12.—The ‘steamer George Pon- 
pouy,from New Orleans on the Jit ult. and Key 
Weat on the 6th, arrived here this eventos. 

Captain Atwell reports that he was at Tilton 
lend on the 9th, whore ho saw the Monitor Nahant 
repatring. She had tive chot-holes In her ehimney, 
andit Was reported that she had ve hundred shots 
fired nt her by the rebel batteries at Charleston, but 
yas notsererely injured, Some of the rivets had 
been started in her turret, which prevented her 
guns from belng worked to advantage. 

The Keokuk had becw sunk and one maz lost in her. 
Xt 10 o'clock on the evening of tho Sth, the Pea- 
boi was off Charleston bar and spoke two guo- 
doata, but obtalnedt no news other than that Geuc- 
ral Hunter wea up the bay, 

‘The Britieh steamer Dolphin, n prize to thesteamer 
‘Wachusetta, and theechooner Clara, a prize to the 
steamer Ikwnawha, arrived xt Key Weat on the Ist 
Instant. 

OFFICIAL ACCOUNTS OF THE WOM 
MENT OF CHARLESTON—ARRIVA 
GOVERNMENT DESPATOHES AT W. 
INGTON, &e. 

Wastnxerox, April 12—The steamer Flambeau 
arrived here this afternoon, with Lleutennnt Com- 
snander thivd as bearer of despatches from Admiral 
Dupont to the Government. 

‘The reports from the reyeral commanders had not, 
been received up to the time of the departure of the 
Flambea—namely, Wednesilay night. 

From other than otfloiat sources, It ts ascertainel 
that the veazels composing the fect advanced upon 
Oharleston on the 7th In the following order : 

‘The Weehawken, Capt. John Roilgera; the Passa- 
fc, Capt. Drayton ; the Montauk, Opt. Worden, the 
Patapzeo, Capt, Ammen; the Ironsides—the itng- 
ship—Cominnnder Turner, with Admiral Dupont 
and hisstatfou board, Next followed the CatskiN, 
Capt. Georce Rodgcra; Nantucket, Capt. Patefax ; 
Nahant, Capt, Downs; Keokuk, Capt. Rhind. 

In this onder they proceeded up the main channel, 
arriving within 1,700 yards of the main forts. ‘The 
Tronalides became unmanageadle, owlog to the thle 
‘andthe narrowness of the channel, and she wat 
therefore, obliged to drop anchor to prevent drifting 
nshore. Owing to theee circumstances, ehe eigaaited 
her congorts to disrezard her motions. 

The remainder of the equadron continued on its 
course, an‘i.scon came within the range of the rebel 
fire from all poieta. The obstructions in the chan 
nel from Sumpter to Fort Moultrie interfered with 
the progress of our ehips. In consequence of thie 
‘and the pozition of the Ironsides as above stated, 
«the plan of operationajfor the battle was deranged, 
sod the epace for mancuvring being only from G00 
to 1,000 yarde, the vesecls were obliged to prepare 
ani at once engnze the forts and the ndyacent bat- 
terica. 

‘The signal had been mailo for action at half past 
three o'clock in the afternoon by the Ironeliee, but 
the rebels had proviously opened fire upon the lend- 
ng veascla, The contest {s represented as in the 
highest degree exciting, presenting a fearful eceat of 
fire belching from all points on the water and the 
land, a continous roar of eannoa, 

In the cource of thirty minutes the Keokuk was 
in n sinking condition, and was obliged to withdraw 
from the fire, and ceo an anchorage below the range 
ofthe enemy's fire. A few minutes afterward all the 
vessels withdrew, ona signal from the flng-sbip, ft 
being deemed impracticable to continue further hos: 
tlllties, The Keolculc was within Ove hundred or 
als hundred yards of Sumpter, and was completely 
riddled, being etrnei from all the batteries within 
range at least nincty times in thirty minutes. The 
shot yas from rifled eannon of the heaviest cnllbre. 
Captain Rhiod, her commander, received a contu- 
pion on the Ieg, irom a flying fragment of his veeccl, 
which only slightly Iamed him, ‘Twelve of the mea 
qere wounded, together with Actiog Eneiga Misc: 
Kfntorh, who had charge of one of the guns, The 
injuries are eappored to be fatal. 

The next morning, nding it impossible to savo 
the vissel, Captatn Rhiod called a tug, which took 
all his men on board, A few minutes thereafter the 
Keokuk cunk. The persons belonging to the ship 
lost all their person effecte. 

On Wednceday, the equadron remained at anchor 
inthe ninin ehip channel, It{s ent the men In our 
Slect only numbcred abet 1,000, with £0 guns, while 
the enemy, it is euppored, had nt lenst S00 gune, the 
beat in the worl = 

‘The injury to the vesoels, exchuling the Keokuk, 
are represeated to he of such n character na will re- 
quire buta short tinte for repair. The casualties 
among our men Were remarkably fey, including 1 
Killed, and 3 sounded, on the Nahant. 

‘The advantages of our fect being in possceaion of 
the main channel narrows the clrouit of the block- 
ade two-thirds of the former distance. None of the 
Datteries fired upon our vessels until the latter 
reached the vicialty of the main forts, 

‘The quartermaster and six men on the Nantucket 
were killed, + 

Arrangements \ere being made to Vlow up the 
Keokuk. 

‘As regards futuce movements the reports are con- 
Aicting, It was poritively atated by one of the pilots 
who boarded us, that the Monitors would withdraw 
over the bar, and that further section for the present 
yrould be suepended. This was subsequently cor- 
roborated by a reporter of one of the New York 
papers. 

‘An ‘officer from the James Adger, who pre~ 
ylously boanled us, stated that the engagement 
would be renewed about 1 o'clock P. M., and added 
that the Admiral expressed his belief of their suc 
ceae, The channel above the fort wns obstructed. 
No torpedces were reported to have been exploded. 

We left the ‘icet at goon, and When about twent 

fiye milea north we heard heayy firing. The 
weather was exceedingly pleasant and the e¢s 
smooth. 
i THE TRIAL.

THE PHENOMENA OF THE ENGAGEMENT. 
“Tho Nahant received thirty wounds, several

‘Tho moat fatal blow Waa by a heavy rifled shot 
which struck the pilot house, and destroyed several 
dolte, wounding all the inmates. 

“The Passnle reccived twenty-five or thirty 
rounds. The most extraordinary ehot was from a. 
1Olnch rifled projectile, whieh struck the.top of the 
turret, ecooping out a huge portion of lron, vrenking 
allof tho cloyen plates of an inch thickness each, 
and spending {to force on the pilot-houee on the top 
of the turret, in which it mado nerater three Inches 
deep, and raleiog the-pilot-house three inches, 

“Another ehot hit the turret, forolng the plate and 
striking inward, ‘The carriage of the U-fnch gun 
wwas disnbled by the shock, while a portion of the 
interior Iron-cnsing fell, lodging in the groove of the 
turret and stopping its revolution, 

“The Nantucket bad her turret €o jarred thnt the 
cover of the port could notbe opencd, and, conec- 
quently, her Nfteen-{nch gun could not be used, 

‘Phe other Monitors recelyed moro or less shots, 
but were not dienbled.”

Wasuixotox, April 12, (863.—The guubont Elam= 

beats, [rom Ohatleaton Har, nt 1 o'clock ‘on Wede 
nesilay, arrived at tho Navy Yard at o'clock to- 
day, She brlnga Captain Rhind, who was wounded 
in the action with the rebel forts, and Licutensot 
Forrest, of the Keokuk.

‘Tho ironclad equadron, conyoyed by 8 number of 
gunbouts, arrived off Charleston oa the morning of 
the 6th inst. In the course of the aferaoon the 
channel neroas the bar was bunyel out by the const 
survey teamer Bibb, anil the Keokuls. 

Tt Wak intended to cross the bar that afternoon, 
but a high wind arose, whieh Induced Admiral 
Dupont to postpone erossing till, the next day. 
Towanl evening tho Patapsco sthod in close to 
Light-Houge Iniet, to protect the buoys. It wan ex- 
peated that ohe would drav the fire of tho rebel bat 
terles, but she anchored Inside and remained wamo- 
Jeated all night. 

THE ORDER TO ADVANCE, 
Tn the evening the Admiral issucd his order of 
battle, The plan of the attack wns to mov the frou 
clad equadcon up the tain shij-channel, without 
notlelng any fire at the Morris Talnnd batteries, steer 
Aireatly to Fort Sumpter, and cogage Its northwest 
face, at a distance of 600 or S09 yards, the fire to be 
aimed at the contre embrasures. The line of battle 
to be ag follows: Weehawken, Passaic, Patapaco, 
Now Irootldes, flag-ship; Catekill, Nantucket, Na- 
hant, and Keokuk.

‘About's o'clock a gencral signal to got under way 
was given, Some fears were entortalned of ground. 
Ing when crozeing the bar, but ll the vessels got 
averasfely and came to Anchor directly opposite 
Light House Intet. 

. DELAY AND THE OAUSES. 

It wan deemed necessary to awalt tho ebb tide in 
onler to discover more readily the obstructions, 
The fleet was oxpeoted to be able to move to the ats 
tnek-at 1 o'clock P.M, but at that time a thick fog 
had risen concealiug tive shore lines, the guldanee of 
Which the pilots, among whom were three colored 
Voluntecre.and Kovert Small, required for the eafe 
Bteeriag., The adialeal then reluctantly postponed, 
the attack to the next day. 

‘Daring the day a brigade of Gen. Ferry's Divislon 
worked its way.up Folly Toland, established Steclt 
Close to the bench and opened communtention with 
the jleet, "No portion of the Innd force got nearer to 
the point of attack, and all were obliged to play the 
park ofear witnesses, Nothing waadone during the 
Teralaier of the sixth 

‘On the moralng of the 7th the fog was still. thiek, 
but by nlue otelook it had neatly cleared away, and 
there was no further feauee for delay of the attack, 
Up to twelve ovclock preparations for tho conilict 
awero continued on all the iron-clads, 

‘ALL P. ML, the pilot of the fing-ship at Inst declared 
himsell ready to move. The signal to get under 
Way was made, and at fifteen mimites before two 
the whole fleet'yvas in motion fo the order elven 
above, At hal-past two o’clock, the batteries on 
Morria Yeland had been passed by the first four mo- 
nitors without drawing the fire of the enemy. 

TROUBLE WITH THE FLAG-SHIP, 

Shortly before 3 o'clock tho Tronsides showed dine 
obedience to her rudder, her bow swinging to the 
Strong ebb tide, and threatening to bring her on 
the shoals to her right. “She was, thetefore, com 
pelicd to coma to anchor to stay her couree. Menn- 
Hime the {iret four monitors had continued on 
toward the fort, ‘The euemy allowed tho Wee.

Tho Tronsides had again got under weigh, and 
approached within 1,200 yards of Fork Sumpter, 
When ehe onco more became umanageadle, and waa 
hgain obliged to drop anchor. ‘The mopitors ahead 
ol her had then reached the converging polot of the 
fire of Cummlogs' Point battery, Fort Sumpter, 
Fort Moultrie, and & work between Fort Moultrie 
acd Moultrievile, known as Battery Bee. 

THE BOMBARDMENT OOMMENOED. 

A sheet of flame and volumes of smoke, extendinj 
from Morrla to Sullivan's telnnds, inaugurated what 
has been undoubtedly the mdst terrific cannonade of 
tho whole war, if, indeed, it was ever equalled in 
the history of the World. 

‘A Derfect torrent of ehot and shell was poured 
upon the Monitera, wrapping them sometimes al- 
most catirely In spouts of water thrown up by the 
strilcing projectiles. 

‘The Monitors continued their play, replying vio 
rously from their batteries to the ‘eneniy.”

‘The vessels all steering very heavily, the narrow

After several valn attempts, the four 
veeseln turned about and steamed back down the 
harbor, all the while eustaining ® heavy fire, and 
eaponiting with thelr gune aa vigorously as they 
sould. 

‘The Patapsco had her 200-pounder Parrott gun 
aleabled by sown recoll carly In the sotion.

Shortly 
Afterward her turret stopped revolving, and he lost

MONITORS TO THE FRONT? 

‘The Ironsidcs had, meantime, vainly struggled to 
come closer to Fort Sumpter.’ The rebel gunnera 
Hading her a fixed mark, plied ‘her freely with shot 
and shell. Her position wae such that she could not 
bring her brondaidea to bear until about 4 o'clock, 
when she got an opportunity to deliver her tire at 
Fort Moultrie. This was the only offensive demon- 
stration made by her during the action. 

When Admiral Dupont found that he could not 
readily move the Tronalies, he signalled to the four 
Iron-clais behind her to pass ahead and co to the 
suoport of the four veascls alreaily engnged. Tn 
trying to pats by, the Catskill and Nantucket 
brushed the Ironsidea on the port and starboard 
sides, but after awhile managed to get away ond 
moved on. 

‘They and the Keoluk and Nahant came under 
the concentrle range of the forta and batteries at 
about the time the other four Monitora were turn 
ing back, They nevertheless advanced with thelr 
{Une at Work briskly past the northeast face of Fort 
Sumpter, until their course was likewise impeded by 
obstructions. The Catskill, Nantucket, and Nahant 
yecelved the united fire of both Forte Sumpter and 
Moultrie. 

-THE KEOKUK DISABLED. ~ 

‘The Keokuk had stecred a little more to the left, 
and fora while recelyed the fire of Fort Sumpter 
lone. She fired the gun in her forward turret but 
three times, when it beeame disabled. Her after 
gun could not be brought to bear eilvotively, and 
Wad thus rendered useless, After continulog under 
the united fires of sil the forte and bstterles for 
about three quarters of an hour, all the Monitors 
aod the Whitucy Battery came back In obedience to 
‘signal from the fing-ship. 

END OF THE FIGHT—LOSS OF “THE 

DEVIL, 

‘The Ironsldea had already dropped back some dis- 

tance out of range of Fort Sunipter. At ‘6 o'clock 
the entire fleet was out of range, and the action 
censed. 
‘The Ericszon raft, known as the Dovil, was nt- 
tached to the bow of the Weehawken, but proved 
Bindrance Instead of a help, by embarrassing the 
steering ofthe Weehawken. 

‘The monster torpedoes intended to be conneeted 
with the raft were not used, ns they required dell- 
cate hnndling, and fears were entertaloed as to thelr 
success. ‘The Devil was lost the day after the fight, 
and waehed ashore, 

THE RESULTS AND THEIR EFFECTS.

TREASON IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

This isa staqtling story that we print this 
we The officers of the Inw have 
bronght to light a conspiracy in the county 
of Berks, the ayowed object of which isto 
cause the overthrow of the United States, 
When we read the narrative of the reporter 
it was with a hope that the evidence would 
relieve us from the terrible impression that 
it conveyed, but no one can read the plain 
and circumstantial account of Mr. Lyox 
without alarm and mortification. We 
are introduced to an organization which 
meets in barns, with signs, passwords, 
and grips, evidently acting in communi 
cation with a higher power, professing 
to have associations in all parts of the coun- 
try, and having for its avowed object the 
abduction of the President, armed resistance 
tothe law, and the overthrow of the Go- 
yernment.. It is possible that Mr. Lyon ex- 
aggerates some portions of his narrative, 
or places too much importance upon trivial 
occurrences, but there is a sad and wretched 
truth running through his story that gives us 
sorrow, and from which we cannot escape. 
He describes a mecting that took place on 
the 21st of March, 1863, in a barn of Jacob 
ZeLLAR, in Marion township, Berks County. 
By those mysterious agencies known to the 
profession, Mr, Lyon had obtained know- 
ledge of the meeting, and secreted himself 
under the straw. In the course of the eve- 
ning a hundred men assembled, The barn 
was first searched, and pickets thrown 
out to prevent discovery or surprise. 
A Mr. Huver, who is in custody, led 
the conversation, According to Mr, Lyon, 
who was his concealed listener, ‘he de- 
nounced the war as unboly and unjust; he 
said that the society was a million strong; he 
stated that it was first organized in the 
South; that the society had signs, passwords, 
and grips;"" ‘and then we learn that he ad- 
ministered the obligation, and that cighty- 
three members joined during that evening. 

It is possible fora hundred men to meet 
together in a barn, and denounce the Go- 
yernment, without incurring any particular 
amount of guilt. It might be exensed 
under the theory of its being a Demo- 
cratic mass meeting, for such meetings 
haye a suggestive similarity to the as- 
sembly in the barn, But. we find the 
evidences of treasonable conspiracy too plain 
to be explained away. The pickets, the 
precautions, the grips, the obligations sworn 
upon the Byangelists, ave all evidences of 
conspiracy and guilt. ‘Then we haye the 
atrocious ered’ which binds them together. 
They declare themselves to be in favor of 
“the abduction of Apranaw Lixcoun by 
force, if necessary ;”’ ‘of a Northwestern 
Confederacy ; the resistance of the draft 
or the Conscription Act.” These are 
the fundamental principles of the organ- 
ization. The main object seems to be the 
resistance of the draft. They would try the 
constitutionality of the conscription act, 
and, filing in that, use force, This is the 
practical part: of the whole conspiracy, and 
we hear in the bara of Mr, ZELuAR nothing 
more than the echo of more celebrated 
oracles. This phrase about testing the con- 
stitutionality of the conscription act, and fail- 
ing before the courts, is familiar to us from 
men more powerful than Mr. Hower or his 
associates, and we divell upon it as an evi- 
dence of the sympathy tbat unites the ene- 
mies of the country against the Administra- 
tion, This arrest is a painful thing to us as 
Pennsylvanians, but it is a warning to us as 
Americans, We have so often warned and 
implored the people—we have so frequently 
exposed the danger and begged them to pre- 
pare—we have so often shown thecriminality 
nnd treachery of these men, that any further 
reference to it becomesthe weary repetition of 
fa twice-told tale, This week we give the 
facts.

The Hon. W. E. Fonsrer, member of Par- 
Jinment from Bradford, introduced to the at- 
tention of the House the case of the Ala- 
bama, and asked the Government whether 
it had considered the danger to the “ friend- 
ly relations of England and the United 
States, resulting from the fitting out in Eng- 
lish ports of ships-of-war for the rebels.” 
In a speech, marked with candor and fair- 
ness, Mr. Forsrer discussed the course of 
England towards the United States, and the 
limidity, hesitation, and coldness manifested 
by her Majesty's Government during this 
war.

Tn reply to this excellent. and tem- 
re- | perate speech, the Solicitor General made 
‘an elaborate attack upon America, which, 
comivg from the second Jaw oflicer of the 
Crown, and supposed to represent the opi- 
nions of the Government, cannot be over- 
looked by the American people. Instead of 
confining his argument to the question pro- 
pounded by Mr, Forsven, he arraigned the 
Uuited States for its action in the ease of 
General WaLKER and the Hondums—the 
sale of a yessel to Buenos Ayres, in 1816— 
the celebrated case of the Cuyoline—repented 
the decisions of the Supreme Court on ques- 
tions that were adjudicated in 1815, and 
taunted the United States with having car- 
ridd on more contraband trade than ‘the 
South, with many more absurd and irritating 
statements, The tone of the Solicitor Gene- 
ral’s speech was echoed by Lord Parmen- 
ston, in one of the most heartless and am- 
biguous addresses thnt eyer came from an 
English prime minister. 

‘The case of the Alabama, Which has been 
the cause of this unpleasant and unfortu- 
pate debate, is so very simpl@ that we think 
to|our Government will be false to its own 
dignity if it does not compel England to 
as {grant some reparation, We look upon 
England’s ction in the whole matter ns 
being a breach of faith, ora wanton disre- 
gard of the obligations she owes to this Go- 
yernment, On the 28d of June, 1862, Mr. 
Minister Apams addressed a note to Earl 
Russert, in which he says that he ‘is 
under the necessity of apprising Earl Rus- 
senL that a new and still more powerful 
war-steamer is nearly ready for departure 
n|from Liverpool.” He then describes the 
‘Alabama, and asks the Government to 
enforce the Jaw, and order her condemna- 
nee|tion, On the 25th of June Earl Russecw 
replies, and says that the matter had been 
referred to the proper Department of her 
Majesty’s Government, On the 4th of 
July, Earl Russe suggests to Mr, Apaxts 
that he “should instruct the United States 
consul, at Liverpool, to submit to the col- 
lector of customs at that port, such evi- 
dence’ as he may possess tending to show 
that his suspicions as to the destination 
of tho vessel are well-founded."” On July 1, 
a report was mode by the Lords Commis- 
sioners of her Majesty's Treasury, setting 
forth that they had visited the ship in ques- 
tion and found nothing wrong, and saying 
that any action on their part, looking to 
| her detention, might entail serious conse- 
quences. ‘The innocence of these Lords 
Commissioners in being unable to recognize 
fa vessel-of-war within twenty-cight days of 
its departure for sca, is one of the strangest 


features of the whole affair. On the 17th of 
Tuly, we learn that evidence of the Ala- 
bama's character had been furnished, in ac- 
cordance with Eorl Russevr’s suggestion, 
but‘had been rejected because of some tech- 
nical omission! Subsequently, we learn 
that Mr. ApAss again presented the subject 
to Earl Russrns, giving the aftidayits and 
an opinion of RP, Couuen, a distin 
guished lnwyer, under date of July 16, in 
which he declares that the “evidence is al- 
most conclusive that the yessel in question 
is being fitted out by the Messrs, Lamp as 
a privateer for the use of the Confederate 
Government," and recommends the proper 
oflicer of the customs to seize the yesscl. 
On July 22d, Mr. AvAms again refers to the 
subject, and asks that the commissioner of 
customs be authorized to seize the vessel. 
On July 284, six depositions are placed be- 
fore the Earl Rossen, and a further opinion 
from Mr. Courier, in which he says: “Jt 
appears dificult to make out a stronger case 
of infringement of the foreign enlistment act, 
which, if not enforced on this occasion, is 
little betler than a dead letter. It well deserves 
consideration whether, if the vessel be allowed 
to excape, the Federal Government would not 
have serious grounds of remonstrance.” We 
have further information that on the same 
day the papers in the case were submitted 
to Mr, Lavan, of the Foreign Ofiice, with 
a request for their immediate considera. 
tion; but Mr. Layanp, with provoking 
indifference, “was not disposed to dis- 
cuss the matter, uor did he read Mr. Con- 
L1ER's opinion,”” At this time the gunboat 
was lying at Birkeuhend, ready for sea in 
all respects, with a crew of fifty men on 
board. On July 25th the papers were re- 
ferred to the law oflicers of the Crown by 
the Commissioners of the Customs. The 
American minister had taken all possible 
pains to enlighten the English Government. 
He had procured the evidence—obtained the 
legal advice of one of the first lawyers i 
England ; he carried the case to the Crown 
itself. Let us sec how England did her 
duty. On the 28d of July Mr. Layanp re- 
ceived the papers, On the. 28th Barl Ru 
sELI, telegraphed to Liverpool to seize the 
Alabama, but when the order reached Liver- 
pool the resscl had sailed, Over a month had 
elapsed since the warning of Mr. ADAMS, 
yet the vessel was allowed to go to sea. 
Phere was some delay in determining the 
case, said Earl RussEx1, in his explanation 
to Mr. Apass, which “had unexpectedly 
been caused by the sudden development of

D. Hanprno, totally incapacitating him for 
the transaction of business!’ In the mean- 
time the Alabama goes to sca and destroys 
oir commerce, while Lord Patwenston 
taunts America with haying bought guns 
and rifles, and coolly says that “the Bng- 
lish Government did everything which the 
law of the country enabled them to do.”” 

This may be so, but the Alabama is bun- 
ing our commerce. She is an English ship, 
built of English oak, manned by English 
seamen, sailing under an English flag, de- 
fended by English laws, and purchased 
by English gold. Lord Russent is cautious, 
the Lords Commissioners are innocent, 
Mr. Layann is busy, SirJoun D. Hanprxe 
is sick, and the Alabama is burning our 
ships! These are the excuses which Eng- 
Jand alleges for permitting a-vessel-of-war 
to be built under her flag to make war upon 
a friendly nation, No reasonable man 
would submit to any such a proceeding in 
his business, and England herself would be 
the last country to permit such double- 
dealing and mendacity on the part of 
another country. America can only pursue 
one cou England must redress. this 
wrong. If her ministers serve her so badly, 
and her public officials are stolid and igno- 
rant, she must nssume the responsibility of 
being served by suchimen. We haye no 
desire to say unkind words to Bngland; we 
are anxious to have her love and friend- 
ship; we ask no harsh or unjnst measures 
towards her own people; we only desire 
the execution of her laws, She has not 
dealt fairly with the United States, and the 
Goyernment cannot overlook her conduct in 
the case of the Alabama, 


THE REBEL LOAN. 

There is truth in the adage, “a fool and 
his money are soon parted.” Certain per- 
sons in France and England, who lave 
more cash than brains, have agreed to lend 
fifteen million dollurs to ‘the so-called 
Southern Confederacy,” in expectation of 
receiving an interest of seven per cent. per 
annum for the same, and the security for 
repayment is cotton, at twelve cents the 
pound, to be deliverable to the bondholders 
within y days after a treaty of peace 
shall have been ratified between the North 
and the South. This loan, to say the least 
of it, must be considered very risky. ‘The 
nvernge interest of capital in Europe is from 
three to three and a half per cent.—a half 
of what tho rebel borrowers promise to pay. 
The temptation to obtain large per centage 
has been irresistible, We must take care 
that, while the war Insts, the export of cot- 
ton from the South shall not take place. 
We must blockade the Southern ports more 
closely than ever, We are bound not to let 
avy cotton quit the country while the war 
lasts, It is easy to predict the fate of the 
Southern loan. Two or three instalments 
of the interest may be paid out of the money 
Dorrowed, and then the payment will stop, 
leaving the bondholders as much taken in 
‘as were the unfortunate but grasping dupes 
who, in hope of obtaining larger interest 
than usual, lent money to Spain, Mexico, 
and Greece. Money must, indeed, be a 
drug in France and England when people 
risk it in a Confederate loan. 


ALAS FOR POLAND! 
Itis to be feared that the insurrection in 
Poland has ended in failure and defeat, 
Every thing appeared to be favorable, It 
was certain that the Russians had been’ de- 
feated in several serious engagements. The 
peasantry had sided with the uobles in this 
war of liberation. ‘It was reported that the 
Czar had sent specinl messengers to LANn- 
Giewicz, the Dictator, offering favorable 
terms, on condition that the contest should 
cease, and that these offers had been rej 
ed. Next, and finally, comes the statement 
that Lanorewrez was confined in the fortress 
of Cracow, which means, we suppose, that 
he had been defeated and had sought safety 
in flight. Cracow is now possessed by Aus- 
tria, and therefore there need not be any 
apprehension tor the patriot’s personal safe- 


ty. The Emperor Francts Joserm is not 


the man, we are sure, to betray this gallant 
refugee who has thrown himself on the hos- 
pitality of Austria, The King of Prussia, 
no doubt, would not scruple to deliver LAN- 
otEWwicz up to the tender mercies of the 
Czar.. There is a hope, though remotely, 
that the war ended, the Czar will grant free 
institutions to Poland. We confess that 
this is niore than can be reasonably expect- 
ed from Russian impolicy- 


ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


(Speclal Correspondence of The Press.) 
Anwy or THE PoToMAC, 
Mospay, April 6, 1863. 


Yesterday morning the President and Mrs, Line 
cola, accompanied by Attorney General Bates, came 
down from: Wanhlngton, to visit General Hooker 
and hie magnificent army. 
cavalry corpa, commanded by Major General Stone 
fino, waa reviewed by the President, The several 
Givisions of the command were drawn up In columng 
of two on high lovel groutds overlooking the sur- 
rounding country for many miles, To the east, 
headquarters of the army was in full view, and dite 
tant camps of the Sixth corps mingled in the boun- 
dary of the eastern horizon; southward, and across 
the Rappahnonock, were ecen the enemy’s camps 
covering the hills ‘and oteetching along the valley, 
not only dn eight, but within range of the rlileil Par~ 
rote of the enemy, though they did not care to try 
us at long tay. Weatward, lay theelty of Frederlcks~ 
burg, dull even to deadnees, on the bank of the river, 
and worthwarl, the hills aod valleys were spottéd 
lth the eanvas houses of many thousanda of noble 
Wrarriors, On thia plateau, thus surrounded, was 
Usnwn up for review the largest body of cavalry 
over assembled on this continent. 

Hitherto the cavalry arm of the national service 
baa been dribbled about among the eeveral infantry 
corps, to be used for outpost duty, or for any pur 
pore that might suggest itself to the commanding 
billeer, Small brigades wero constituted into eepa- 
rate commands for scouting purposes, but an orga- 
ized cavalry corps was unknown to tho service, 
‘The reault was, that the arm beoame the butt of eve- 
ry jeer, and the laughing-stock of thearmy, Neither 
horeée nor men were carning their salt, and but for 
the few brilliant dashes of the lamented Bayard, 
Pleasonton, acd Dablgren, the country would 
never have suppored that cavalry wae a Aghting 
clement in war.

‘The barmony which eo apparently 
prevailed throughout the day, and the evident good 
feeling among the general officers. preeent, were 
eapecinlly marked. The display of the cavalry, and 
the appearance of the men, horece, arms, and arte 
ery, were matters In which General Stoneman and 
hie oilicers bad good reason to te complimented, 
The good order and thorough discipline that per 
yaded the corps were cxpectally noted by every 
muilitary man prescat. Mon thus organized, equipped, 
nod commanded, cannot fail to render efficient er 
Flee, and it Is proper that the country should havo 
tue notes, that the cavalry corpa attached to this 
ariny {ano longer an unorganized abd undisciplined 
mhes of soldiery, but an organized nod powerful 
susilinry, that in opportune occastons will burl 
Iteclt with terrible effect on the disorganized hoats 
of the enemy.

THE DEATH OF COMMANDER CUMMINGS.

The commandant then retired, leaving the 
Jientenant colonel and the conducting ollicer 
alone ; but either felt any desire for conver- 
sation, and each, buried in bis own thoughts, 
maintained a profound silence, until, after 
the Jupse of a short half hour, they were 
summoned to table, 

On entering the large dining-ball, they 
found all the officers of the garrison assem- 
Ded in gala costume; but no one among 
them failed to bend low before the spectral 
figure in faded uniform, whom the comman-

‘The late commandant of 
Spandau now goes, in reward of his faithful 
services, as commandant of Magdeburg, with 
the rank of colonel. FREDERICK.”” 

Astonishment and emotion deprived all of 
utterance, ‘The commandant alone, with 
ready presence of mind, took the lieutenant 
colonel’s sword, and himself buckling it on,
